ANOTHER NEW YGRK ROBBERY. 

| Special Disvetch to e Tribune. 1 

New Tonk, Oct. M. -I Tune says one of 
the most startling robberies aver perpetrated in 
this city was committed at an early hour this 
morniug, at the residence of a lady m Fifth 
avenue, Mrs. Clarence Ogden, the vic- 
tim, ip the proprietregs. of a fashion- 
able boarding-house st No. 200 
Filth venue, corner of Thirty4irst street. 
About {jwenty boarders live in the house, all of 
whom ‘je highly connected, Mrs. Ogden occu- 
pies ensirely to berself the parior floor, which 
has tw windows on Fifth avenue and two on 
Thirty ret street. Mra. Orden retired 
about ber usual heur last night, 
shortly, after 11 o’clogk. Some time afterward 
she wag awakened by a noise in ber room, and 
looking up saw two men, she thinks, with masks 
over their faces, in the room. She raised ber- 
self quickivy from before she had 
time to utter a word or give the slichtest 
one of them seized her by the throat, and coy- 
ered her face with a towel which had been sat- 
urated with chloroform, 

She struggled forafew seconds and fought 
desperately to remove the towel from her face, 
but the desperado held the saturated cloth to 
her face until she became unconscious, Mrs. 
Ogden generally rises at 7 in the morning and 
superintends breakfast. This morniag she did 
not come down at the usual hour, and the 
housekeeper rapped at her bed-room door. 
After waiting balf an hour and not 
hearing ber mistress moving, she 
again rapped, but received .no answer. 
She then thought her mistress was not feeling 
well, and did not attempt to arouse her again. 

At 9 o'clock one of the lady boarders walked 
into the front parior, and seeing the folding- 
doors leading to Mrs. Ogden’s bed-room open, 
looked through, and to her surprise saw Mrs. 
Ogden lying on the bed with atowel in her 
mouth. She imnediatety waiked in and 
took the towel from Mrs. Ogden's mouth, 
and seeing from the disordered state of 
the apartment that a robbery had been com- 
mitted, she raised an alarm. Several servants 
and a number of boarders went to ber assist- 
ance, and finding Mrs. Ogden with her hands 
tied with arope and unconscious from the 
effects of a drug, they sent for the 
doctor and the police. When the doc- 
tor arrived Mrs. Ogden was still un- 
conscious, and did not regain her senses 
until pearly 11 o’clock. Meanwhile the detect- 
ives who had been sent from Thirtieth street 
police station had made a thorough examination 
of the premises, but found no evidence of any 
entrance forcibly effected through windows or 
doors, and it is supposed the thieves obtained 
entrance to the house the evening before and 
secreted themselves in some closet in Mrs. Og- 
den’s apartmeuts until she bad gone to bed. 

After Mrs. Ogden had sufficiently recovered 
she found the thieves had taken about 8800 in 
money, which she bad taken from the bank on 
Monday, and which she had placed in acloth 
pocket and put under her pillow before retir- 
ing for the night. They also took a dia- 
mond ring from one of the fingers of her leit 
band, and, being unadie to take another from 
her right hand, cut the diamonds out and left 
the ring on her finger. They also carried off a 
valuable traveling-cloak, but did not remove a 
pair of goid bracelets from her wrists. The 
room was in great confusion, the buresu-draw- 
ers having been turned over and ransacked. 

Not one of the inmates heard the slightest 
noise during the night, nor was any stranger 
seen to leave the house. Last cvening, although 
Mrs. Ogden had partially recovered trom the 
shock and effects of the chloroform, she was 
very sick, and unable to leave ber bed. 

In conversation with some of ber friends, she 
said that, when she first noticed the two men in 
her room, the gas was burning, but had been 
turned very low, and she was unable to give an 
accurate description of how the men were 
dressed, They both wore masks over their 
faces. One appeared tall, the other 
short and thick-set. She remembered 
not hing after the towel had been thrown over 
her face. The police are reticent, aud refuse 
information about the affair. 


HARRY RICHMOND KILLS A MAN.

WESTERN UNION RAILROAD. 
Spectal Disvatch to The Tribune. 

Mitwavukes, Oct. 29.—Walter 8. Gurnee, of 
New York City, has retired from the Board of 
Directors of the Western Union Railroad Com- 
pany (running from Racine to Savanna, III., on 
the Mississippi River), as he had previously re- 
tired from the St. Paul Company, on account of 
his approaching visit to’ Europe. It is also 
probable that a complete change will take place 
in the Western Union Company, and that it will 
be totally absorbed in the St. Paul Company, of 
which, since 1869, it has been a sort of parasite. 
‘The capital stock of the Western Union Com- 
pany is $4,000,000, of which the St. Paul Com- 
pany purchased 2,000, 100—just & majorityi—n 
that year, and since that time the 
officers of the two companies have 
been in part the same, and 
their reports have been published together, al- 
though the Western Union had its printvipal of- 
fice in Racine and the management has been 
separate. After the failure of the Glasgow 
Bank, it transpired that among its assets were 
$2,916,000 of the 7 per cent bonds of the West- 
ern Union Company, valued at £436,500, and 
81.992.340 of the stock of the same Company, 
valued at £11,950. These two amounts of 
stock—the $2,000,100 held by the &. Paul 
Company and that in the Glasgow Bank—nearly 
make up the fall amount of $4,000,000 of the 
Company's stock. Growing out of this fact, it 
is likely that the St. Paul Company will become 
the owner of all the Western Union’s stock, for 
itis worth nothing to anybody else; and that 
the auxiliary road will come under the same 
ostensible, as it now is under the same actual, 
management; and that the fiction of two sep- 
arate Companies will disappear. 


WILL MAINTAIN THE RATES. 

The General Freight Agents of the roads lead- 
ing East from this city held a meeting yesterday 
afternoon at the office of the Lake Shore & 
Michigan Southern Railroad, over which Mam C. 
M. Gray, Assistant General Freight Agent of 
the Lake Shore Road, presided. The following 
Freight Agents were present: C. M. Wicker, 
Baltimore & Ohio; R. C. Meldrum, Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne & Chicago; A. Mackay, Michigan 
Central: C. M. Gray, Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern; D. T. McCabe, Pittsburg, Cincinnati 
& St. Louis. The principal object of the meet- 
ing was to take measures to prevent the cutting 
of rates from Chicago after Nov. 1. There has 
been some apprehension on the part of the roads 
leading East from St. Louis, Indianapo- 
lis, Peoria, and Louisville, from which 
points business will be pooled after 
Nov. 1, that the Chicago roaas would 
take advantage of that conditien. not having 
themselves agreed to pool and cut the regular 
tariff rates, thus forcing business this way. In 
order to allay all such feeling yesterday’s meet- 
ing became necessary. After some discussion, 
it was decided to issue the following circular,

Kern Charged with Constant Violation 
of His @ath of Office. 


What e Proutingnt Lawyer Says About

Bell lost about all he was worth was contained 
in the said bill, . Stripping the bill of its legal 
phraseology. it sets forth the following: 

Dr. Arthur Bell had two parcels of land in 
Fulton County, III., a farm of 3280 acres in 
Iroquois County, and property in Greenwood 
County, Kan., anda power of attorney to sell 
for his brother some land in Omaba, Neb. The 
value of the property included in the trade, and 
exclusive of the twu tracts in Fulton County, 
was $34,000. Hildreth and White be- 
gan the negotiations with Dr: Bell along in 
March or April last. They arranged to trade 
two-tnirds of the capital stock of the George E. 
White Hardwood LumberCompany—which con- 
sistad of 500 shares at $100 each—for Dr. Bell’s 
$34, worth of property, and informed him 
that the stock stood in the name of G E. 
White, so be could act as President. ‘The Doc- 
tor told them that the Iroquois County farm 
was incumbered to the extent of $4,000. To 
indemnify White on the Lroquois County prop- 
erty, the Doctor gave him a mortgage on the 
Fulton County land, and he also turned over to 
White, as he alleges, personal property on 
the Iroquois County farm, consisting of 
live stock, Itural impleménts,

however, White requested that 
lands be deeded to Hildreth, and they were ac- 
cordingly made in that ex-fagitive’s name. Five 
days after Hilareth received the deeds— April 
25, 1878—Dr. Bell took possession of the stock 
ofjthe George E. White wood Lumber 
Company. On the 27th of the same month 
Hildreth deeded the Omaba property to James 
E. Kline, White’s brother-in-law, and on the 
day following Hildreth gave a second mortgage 
on the lroquois County farm to Minnie E. 
White to secure an alleged loan of $10,000. Two 
or three days afterward Dr. Bell took posses- 
sion of the Office and lumber-yard of the George 
E. White Hardwood Lumber Company. He 
employed E. L. Graden to take an inventory of 
the stock of lumber m the yard, 
and found that there was to 
exceed $6,000 worth, whereas 
White: ia m negotiations with the Doctor. 
had represen that there was lumber in the 
vard valued at $26,000. He also represented 
that among the assets of the Campany were 
notes receivable for $26,000, and of those notes 
the Doctor found 819.000 against a Green Bay 
man, which hé thought looked decidedly sus- 
picious. 

All the persons mentioned above as defend- 
ants in the suit have been served with the uec- 
essary legal notices by Deputy-Sheriff Fogarty.

ects of the deblor .. as commanded in such 
writ. ' 

Chap. 125, of the Revised Statates, entitled 
„Sheriffs, provides, Sec. 3, that the Sheriff shall, 
before entering upon the duties of his office, 
take and subscribe the oath or allirimation pre- 
scribed by Sec, 25; of Art. V., of the Cogstitu- 


u. 

This oath is: 

I do solemnly swear that I will support the Con- 
stitation of the United States and the Constitution 
of the State of Iliineis, and that I well /aitAsulty 
discharge the duties af the office of Sheriff accurd- 
ing to the best of my ability. 

Sec. 15 of Chap. 135 also provides that 

Sheriffs shall cerve and execute within their re- 
spective counties and return all writs, warrants, 
process orders, and decrees of every description 
that may be legally directed and delivered to them. 

Disregarding the positive command of the 
statute and the solemn obligation of his oath, 
Sheriff Kern has persistently refused to obey 
this law He has set himself above it, refused 
to heed its mandate or the direction of Court. 

His excuse has been and is that the law did 
not sufficiently protect him: and, therefore, uv- 
til the party suing out a writ.of attachment has 
given to him an additional bond conditioned not 
only to save bim and all his deputies and cus- 
todians harmless from anything that may occur 
from his executing the writ, but to pay all at- 
torney’s feesinany suit or writ that may be 
brought against him for executing the writ, he 
bas refused to move. 

Sheriff Kern will not deny this. He will say, as 
he has said, that the Clerks of Court are not 
careful enough in the eXamuination by them 
made of the sufficiency of the security offered, 
and that therefore to protect himseif from loss 
he has been obliged to require the giving of an 
additional bond to himself. 

Who made Charies Kern a judge of what the 
law should be? Who authorized him to set its 
directions at deflancet By what authority does 
he refuse to obey the writ of the courts running 
to him in the name of the People of the State 
of Lilivois’’? 

If he cannot comply with and respect the law, 
let him resign his office; least of all let him not 
seek a re-election tnat he may continue te be a 
violator of law. 

Other Sheriffs have obeved the law,—other 
Sheriffs have found no ditliculty in compiymg 
with its plain provisions. John Hoffman, if 
elected, will obey the law; if be has the least 
idea of following in the footsteps of the pres- 
ent Sheriff in this regard he ought not to be 
elected. . 

So far as I know Charles Kern is the only 
Sheriff Cook County has ever had who has re- 
fused to obey this law. I have had experience 
with the Sheriffs. of a good many counties in 
this State, and I believe he is the oyly one who 
ever refused to obey this’ law, or thought of 
exacting such a bond as does he. 

So far as men of great wealth are concerned, 
his course is pot to them seriously injurious; 
they can easily give two or more bonds; but the 
man of humble means finds it difheult to give 
one. He bas not large indemnity which he can 
offer to his bondsmen, and his acquaintances 
and friends are apt to be among men who are 
not wealthy. 

When he bas fully complied with the statute, 
given the bond it requires, and obtained the 
writ which the law commands the Sheriff to at 
once execute, itis a crucl hardship, a glaring 
piece of impadence and effrontery,for the Sheriff 
to refuse to obey the mandate of the Court, and 
require the plaintiff to give him another bond in 
double the amount sworn to be due. Often- 
times he finds this impossible, or, ff possibile. 
that the expense and delay thereof render hig, 
writ unavailing, and he is compelled to let his: 
dishonest debtor escape with his goods. 

Had any one of the numerous creditors of 
Spencer learned of his contemplated flight, filed 
their affidavit and bond with security such as 
the statute requires, and then gone to Charles 
Kern asking that he attach the goods of the flee- 
ing rascal, they would have been met with the 
information that he would not obey the law, 
that he cared for neither statute, orders of 
court, or his oath of office, and would do noth- 
jog until an additional, an extra-judicial, bond 
was given to him. To, a rich firm like Fleid & 
Leiter this might have made no difference; to 
the humble tradesman it would have meant de- 
feat, ruin, the escape with all his plunder of a 
villain. 

Of ail men the Sheriff should respect and 
obey the law; he is ifs tninister, its exceutive 
officer; he executes its most sdlemn maniates; 
upon bim devolves the duty of arresting its vio- 
lators, of maintaining the public peace. 

Chicago has seen a good many men shot in 
her streets for refusing to obey the law; she 
bas quelled riots with the stern arguments of 
powder and ball; the men whom she thought so 
deserved to die had taken no oath of office, held 
no official position; they were poor, ignorant, 
many of them bungry and desperate; but the 
law must be obeyed said the people; if hard to 
bear or oppressive thereisa way to change 
it. but while it is the law it must and shall be 
respected. 

Is the law made only for the poor and igno- 
rant? Can high oflicials deride it and defy it at 
their pleasure! Can Chicago aflord to elect as 
the chief executive officer of Cook County a 
man who refuses to be governed by the statute 
he has sworn to obey!

From the esti- 
mates already received these inventories will 
show that he has in possession from $100,000,000 
to $150,000,000 of public property. The ships 
alone reach a value of $30,000,000, while of 
course their cost was a great deal more. He 
had not expected any deficiency, and will have 
none to ask in the regular bill. He 
a deficiency appropriation for 

his contingent fund, however, owing to the un- 
expected drains upon it to meet damages which 
have arisen at League island, off Philadelphia, 
during the late storm.

BRINCK’S STORY ABOUT WHITE. 

Mr. William Brinck, at present employed as 
foreman by the South Side Railroad Company, 
but formerly connected with George E. White 
in business, last night detailed his alleged sor- 
rows and wrongs to a TRIBUNE reporter as ſol- 
lows: Mr. Brinck resides at No. 311 Sedgwick 
street, which, as Mr. White may remember, is 
on the North Side, and there be can be found. 
In November, 1876. he became a partner with 
Fred Brachvogel in a molding factory, which 
commenced business on Sedgwick street. After 
some months had elapsed one Edward Hart came 
into the firm, and Brinck, having procured 
other cmployment, desired to withdraw. The 
firm gave him judgment notes for the $1,000 
which he bad put im, and, as security, eave a 
chattel mortgage on the machinery and plant. 
The notes bore 10 per cent interest, and it was 
understood that payment of the principal 
should not be demanded for two years. 

Immediately following ou this arrangement 
the firm employed a new bookkeeper, who, af- 
ter a short time, developed an extreme interest 
in the welfare of George E. White. Brachvogel 
was introduced vo the ex-Alderman, who talked 
very big about getting up a stock company and 
paying off Brinck. If the partners would 
put in some more money, he (George E. White) 
would sell out his lumber-yard and devote all 
bis energies to the affairs of the molding fac- 
tory. In the summer of 1877 Brinck — 1 — 
him that he vugnt to have better security than 
that which nad been given. The firm wantea 
to move the works trom Sedgwick street to 
North avenue, and, against the advice of his 
attorney, Brinck allowed the machinery, etc., 
to be removed. Brinck was obliged to leave 
the city, and during his absence the White fac- 
tion acquired full control of the business, It 
was removed to some premises on Lake street. 
near May, and run as a stock company. 

Last vear, Brinck, tired of the eternal and 
never-fulfilled promises with which he bad been 
fed, entered suit in the Superior Court on the 

udgment-potes. Then came George White, by 

is brother-in-law, one Clinc, a saloon-keeper 
doing business on the corner of Leke and Sap- 

on streets, with a story intended to shut off 
rinck altogether. This Cline swore that he 
had a prior claim on the machinery and other 
belongings of the firm. now known as the 
“Brachvogel Molding Company.” On the 
strength of the affidavits made a postponement 
was obtained, and the case will not come up for 
settlement before next January. Brachvogel, 
who bad also contributed $1,000 to the business, 
was made President of the alleged stock company 
during last wivter, but was bounced on the 
earliest opportunity. The result is that both 
be and Brinck are out the $1,000 which they 
subscribed, and which is, as far as they know, the 
only capital of the concern of which George E. 
White is the acting and responsible manager. 
Brinck declares that he was gouged, not only 
out of his interest, but of the principal sum 
advanced, and avers that he will have the Sena- 
torial aspirant and his confederates indicted 
for perjury. Both Brinck and his wite are will- 
ing to make affidavit as to the facts, and da- 
clare that they will make White disgorge his 
ill-gotten gains. They acquit Brachvogel en- 
tirely ot blame, and say.that until White and 
his crowd acquired control the concern was 
doing a good paying business. But as usual in 
all such cases Mr. White came out abead, and 
the others are mourning. 

Mr. Fred Brachvogel, a victure-frame dealer, 
could not be found last evening. It is said that 
he can tell a hard story about a business trans- 
action he had with George E. White. A gen- 
tleman gave a little outline of it last night to a 
reporter. Brachvogel was running a molding 
manufactory on the North Side, 
and had about $1,800 or $2,000 worth 
of machinery which White induced him 
to put into a concern under the name of the 
Brachvogel Molding Company, White beid one- 
half of the stock, Brachvogel one-quarter, and a 
third person— William Briock, who putin 81. 
000—the remaining quarter. This was in Decem- 
ber or January last. Operations were begun at 
964 and 266 West Lake street, and in a few 
months White invited Brachvogel to step down 

out by ordering him to leave the premises, 
ich he did. A lawsuit resulted from the 
transaction, and it is erted therein that 
White made misrepresebtations to Brachvogel 

when be approached him about the scheme.

HOOKER AND WHITE. 
In the course of his search yesterday for facts 
in the Bell- White land ease, a Tr1sUNe reporter 


ran across a gentleman who made the following — to-day vy arene 
and which 


statement, to the truth of which he is willing 
to make affidavit if called on so to do: 

Mrs. Ellen M. Hooker, now a resident of this 
city, owned and lived upon a smal! farm in Will 
County. It u as beautiful a homestead as 
there is in this part of the country. 
its present value is about $7,500. Her health 
became poor, and she thought best to sell the 
property and remove to the city. Accordingly 
ber husband came to Chicago in September, 
1877, and put the property in the bands of Ses- 
sions & Kinney, real-estate agents, located in 
the Exchange Building, corner of Clark and 
Washington streets. Shortiy afterward a 
postal-card was received from Sessions, 
saying be had found a customer for the 
farm, aud requesting Mr. Hooker to call. 
The letter answered the request, and on 
bis arrival in the city, Sessions referred nim to 
“a man named E. White.“ He (Ses- 
sions) bad an appoiutment for Hooker to meet 
White, and the latter would be on hand 
with F. A. Scott, his agent. The meeting took 
place at Scott’s office, in the Reaper Block, 
White said he was Mr. White, better known as 
Ald. White, and he would go anc see the farm. 
He also invited Hooker to call at his t lace, No. 
90 Sangamon street, and in about a week 
after tne fret meeting Hooker went 
there and met White, who gaid, 
„We have got some good property at the cor- 
ner of Sangamon and Lake streets,“ and Hook- 
er found upon it a saloon. White said, We 
have a factory down there, and showed him a 
frame building, 50 by 120 feet, Nos. 347 and 349 
West Lake street, on ground leased from Philo 
Carpenter. It was good property, White said, 
and he did not care to sell it: he had been of- 
fered $4,500 for it, but wanted $5,000; there 
were three or four trying to buy the place, etc., 
etc. Hooker told him he did not wish to 
trade for real estate, but wanted to 
sell farm for cash. White said 
the persons who had offered $4,500 for 
the property were going to manufacture grain- 
separators, but he had had some trouble with 
them, and would pot sell it to them at any 

„hut,“ he said to Hooker, “if you cau 
see them and make a deal with them, you and 1 
cap trade.“ Then be told Hooker tnat Dr. J. 
E. Gardiner, an artificial-limb dealer on Clark 
street, was acting as Secretary of the Company 
that wanted the property, and said he bad bet- 
ter see him. Hooker called on Gardiner, and 
the latter repeated to him substan- 
tially the same story about his 
having trouble with White in regard 
to the sale of the poe Hooker asked him 
if he wanted tae Lake street property, and he 
said: Les. badiv;” the company had money, 
and they had offered $4,500 for the property. 
Hooker inquired what terms they would make, 
and Gardiner said they would pay not less than 
$1,500 in cash and the balance in a year. securing 
the selier by good, negotiable paper; he was 
ready then to enter into a contract to buy the 
place, and could not delay the matter 
at all, as tbe Company was then ready 
to commence operations. Alter making 
ap appointment to see Gardiner aguin the next 
day, Hooker went to see White again and got 
the latter’s full terms; be was to pay $1,000 in 
cash and the Lake street building above men- 
tioned for the farm. 

Hooker met Gardiner next day, according to 
appointment, and that person again oxpressed 
his anxiety to close the deal right up, and told 
Hooker they had better makea contract at once. 
The latter said All right,“ and the two went 
down on the street. Hooker suggested that be 
had better consult hie atvuorney, and Gardiner 
said: “I like to do business with responsible 
persons; you had better go to Dan Munn’s 
office.”” Hooker assented, and they went to 
Munn’s office, on reaching which Gardiner vass- 
ed right on ahead of Hooker into a back room 
where Munn was sitting, and, after speaking a 
moment to the latter im a whisper, invited 
Hooker in, who opened the business at once by 
informing him that they were about to 
make a trade; he was to sell the Lake 
street property to Gardiner, for which he (Gar- 
diner) was to pav $4,500; there would de anotib- 
er person—George E. White introduced. and 
he (Hooker) desired Mr. Munn to act as attorney 
for all. As soon as the papers were completed 
they could be deposited with him, and he could 
deliver them to each of them. The contract 
with Gardiner was arranged to be completed in 
ten days. and with White in eight days. Be- 
fore making the contract, Hooker endeavored to 
have the property on West Lake street pass 
directly from bite to Gardiner. but Munn 
overruled bim, and said the title must come in 
Hooker. The title did come iu the latter, and 
was to befor two days. When the eight days 
were up, Hooker delivered the farm papers to 
White, and the latter gave him a bill of sale of 
the building on West Lake street, and trans- 
ferred to him the lease oi the ground. Hooker 
called Munn’s attention to the papers, 
and that person said they were all 
richt. Hocker discovered afterward that 
Philo Carpenter had not given his consent to 
the transfer of the ground lease, but during the 
two days got that gentleman to give his condi- 
tional consent to the transfer. The next day 
after Hooker passed his papers over to White, 
and his next business was with ner. He 
looked about diligentiv, but could not find 
that much-needed individual, end got an- 
other man to assist him in the search. The 
lost man was found, and Gardiner informed 
Hooker that in looking up the records they 
found that a water-tax account of $11 against 
the property had not been settied; he (Hooker) 
had said the property was free from incum- 
brauce.“ Hooker said that would be fixed all 

ht, and Gardiner said he would meet him in 

unn’s office at 10 o’clook, sharp, the next day. 
Hooker was there on time, but Gardiner did not 
make his appearance, and the former did not 
see bim for two or three days, and un- 
til after the expiration or the contract. After 
another diligent search Gardiner was found 
again, and said to Hooker, Our folks have 
concluded we don’t want that property at all.“ 
Hooker urged him to take it, and Gardiner 
said his folks bad changed tbeir minds. 
Believing that persuasion was useless in the 
matter, Houker left him, and soon learned that 
Gardiner was aman of no responsibility what- 


ever. 

In | the farm, White wanted Hooker 
to deed it to James Kiine, who, he 
said, was a brother-in-law down East, a 
farmer for whom he was looking about to buy 
a farm, as he wished to get him out West. 
White said the farm suited him; he desired a 
place where his family could go for a season; 
and where he could resort for a season of rest. 
The farm was deeded to James Kiine, and in 
four weeks afterwards that person deeded it to 
White’s wife. Shortly afterward Mrs. White 
deeded it to Dan Munn, and the property at 
present rests in him. 

During the past summer Hooker met 
Gardiner, and the latter said, I got a big 
thing for you,” and made an appointment to 
They met, and Gardiner said, 

E. White and I have got into a fuss,“ 
ed White a scoundrel, and said he (W.) 
speak to him on the street. 
Then be told Hooker that the 
transaction he had with White was a job. 
White bad paid Scott $150 and him (Gardiner) 
$500. Then he remarked to Hooker, “ Didn’t 
we do it up pretty well?“ And then he ad- 
vised Hooker to commence a criminal suit 
against White, and urged him to go before the 
Grand Jury at once and get him indicted. Le 
said that if Hooker would do so he would stick 
by bim just as close as he did by White, and 
they would make a “divy’’; that be (G.) bad 
last 63.000 or $4,000 by White, and

ve any confidence in a man 
who acted such a part, and would not depend 
upon him asa witness. As soon as he is in a 
condition to carry on a protracted litigation 
over the matter he proposestodoit. Being a 
man of energy, industry, and ability, he pro- 
poses to get well on his feet again, in spite of 
his losses. The farm was originally purchased 
by Mrs. Hooker, and Mr. H. feels greatly ag- 
grieved over its lose on that account. 

Mr. Hooker is believed to be a man of charac- 
ter. As for Gardiner, his statements cannot for 
a moment be depended on unless supported by 
corroborative evidence.

THE DRAINAGE AMENDMENT. 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CIAO, Oct. 29.—The proposed amendment 
of the Constitution of the State of Illinois, upon 
which the people of this State will vote at the 
next election, is of far more importance than 
the choice of officers at that election, and be- 
tween this time and election-day every voter 
should infurm bimself as best he can, and see if 
he is ready to so amend the organic law uf tnis 
State that a system of special assessments shall 
be engrafted upon ovr laws which shall affect 
directly one-twentieth ot the landed property of 
the State. It is proposed to divide the State 
into drainage and levee districts: to make 
these districts bodies corporate, and to con- 
struct drains, ditches, and levees for agricult- 
ural, sanitary, and mining purposes; to assess 
the supposed benefits upon the lands benefited, 
and in case of non-payment of the same to sel! 
out the owner of the land. A statute based on 
such an amendment would place a dangerous 
power in the hands of officers which such a stat- 
ute would create and render necessary. No 
limit is fixed by the proposed amendment to the 
amount of these assessments, ana they might, 
as they have done heretofore, exceed the value 
of the land itself. It would necessitate a whole 
brood of new offleers to be elected or appointed, 
and set in operation a ponderous set of ma- 
ehinerv that would crush and grind the small 
property-owner to powder in the localities af- 
fected.. There are over 4,000 miles of river or 
water banks where the construction and maln- 
tenance of levees might be provided for, if 
deemed necessary, at an enormous expense to 
property-owners. The consequences of this 
proposed change are far-reaching, and the steps 
once taken cannot be easily retraced. 
Until the voters of the State are better in- 
formed on this very important amendment, it 
would be safer to vote agutnst it. There seems 
to be a disposition to print the ballots for the 
next election so that they shall read For “ the 
amendment only. This is wrong. Everv bal- 
lot should bave both propositions, “ For” and 
„Against the amendment, and the voter can 
erase the proposition he does not favor; but, in 
the way proposed, a good many will be induced 
to vote for a measure never oe pe y called to 
their attention. Cook County had something of 
this kind attempted a year or two ago in the 
matter of printing ballots on the State-House 
question, and the way sbe resented it at the 
poils ought to be sufficient notice for the future. 
Give us the ballot both ways: For the amend- 


ment and against the amendment.

RECIPROCITY WITH CANADA. 
Shortly after the late election in Canada, 
which resulted in the choice of Sir Jon 
Macponaxp and the triumph of the Protec- 
tion party, Prof. Gotpwin Surrn, a Liberal 
and Free-Trader, wrote a letter to the New 
York Nation, in which he intimated that he 
had voted with the Conservatives and Pro- 
tectionists in that election, and that he did 
so in the belief that a change of policy at 
this time would be beneficial to Canada. 
What he meant by this is revealed in the fol- 
lowing extract from the letter to which we 
have referred : | 


Canada has been rendered thoroughly sensible by 
this controversy of the disadvactages of the pres- 
ent situation. As to the direction in which she 
may be let at first to seek for a remedy, there ia, 
no doubt, some reason for miegiving. ot she can 
haraly fail to be led ultimately to the conclusion 
that the only policy from which she can hope to 
derive a large increase of prosperity ie one which 
will give her free access to the markets and other 
commercial advantages of the continent to which 
she belongs. Only let the people of the United 
States do their part by showing themselves always 
ready to grant, not à partial and precarious meas- 
ure of reciprocity. such as has always broken 
down, but a full and ni measure of com 
mercial union. In face of such an offer I doubt 
whether it would be possible for Canadian legis- 
lators even to enter on the less desirable course. 


This declaration in favor of a commercial 
union between Canada and the United 
States, which Tue Trisunsz has long favored 
on the basis of the former German Zoll- 
verein,” has naturally attracted a good deal 
of hostile criticism from Canadian and 
United States journals which are either op- 
posed to such a union or believe it imprac- 
ticable. Among the latter is the New York 
Herald, and we print in another part of this 
morning’s issue another letter which Prof. 
Surrn has written in reply to the Heralds 
criticism ; it will repay the time necessary 
for perusal. 

The mutual advantages of a perfect com- 
mercial union between the United States and 
Canada are admitted, we believe, by both 
Protectionists and Free-Tragers. The com- 
mercial interests of the two countries are 
identical. A Protectionist may hold that the 
manufacturing interests should be stimulated 
and fostered by discrimination against the 
manufacturing interests of Europe, and a 
Free-Trader may hold that unrestricted trade 
brings more advantages than any monopoly 
or combination of monopolies, but both 
must agree that the same policy should 
prevail throughout this continent, and 
that it may be made stronger and 
more useful by harmony of action. 
The triumph of the Protectionists in 
Canada was probably the only possible ap- 
proach to commercial union at this time, 
since the conversion of the United States to 
the Free-Trade ideas is a revolution not to 
be accomplished very suddenly. Perhaps 
the Protection party of Canada starts out 


But Prof. Saru points out the folly and 
shortsightedness of such @ policy. Even if 
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A commercial union involves only two con- 
ditions, viz.: An agreement upon the rate of 
duties on imports from other countries, and 
a pro rata distribution of the net ‘proceeds. 
The first condition is the only one that pre- 
sents any difficulty, for a division of the rev. 
enue may always be easily and fairly deter- 
mined on a basis of population. The ad- 
vantages of such a union are obvious. There 
will be a free interchange of the products of 
the two countries, which are only divided by 
an imaginary geographical line and political 
organization, like one State of the American 
Union from an adjoining State. The 
enormous cost of maintaining a double 
set of custom-houses along a boundary 
of 2,000 miles would be saved. There 
would be no more opportunity for 
smuggling, which is made easy by the con- 
tiguity of the two countries, and which de- 
frauds both Governments of a large amount 
of revenue. There would be mutual and un- 
restricted efforts to cultivate and increase a 
foreign trade, with no cut-throat competition 
to weaken such efforts on either side. 

The able and intelligent advocacy of this 
scheme of commercial union by Prof. Goup- 
win Surrs will probably give it a decided 
impulse. The people of Canada, who are in- 
clined to oppose it, to their own commercial 
disadvantage, because they fear it may ope- 
rate to impair the Canadian loyalty to the 
Imperial British Government, will probably 
learn it has no more significance than the 
postal union, which already exists, and 
Prof. Surru is undoubtedly right when he 
says that the people of England will never 


consent to such an interference on the part 


of the British Government as will deny com- 
mercial autonomy to Canada, or operate to 
contract the growth and prosperity of one of 
the greatest and richest of the British prov- 
inces, 

THE NEW YORK BANK ROBBERY. 

The complete details of the recent robbery 
of the Manhattan Savings Bank in New 
York show it to have been one of the most 
skilifully-planned operations that has ever 
been known in the records of crime. It may 
be observed at the same time that there has 
never before been a crime committed that 
was so absolutely free fm the chance of 
detection, either in its perpetration or after 
its commission. The seven masked burglars 
were as secure as if they were robbing a 
lonely farm-house, with not another house 
for miles around, instead of a bank in the 
heart of agreat city, in broad daylight, with 
people constantly passing and repassing, 
who could look directly into the room where 
the thieves were at work. It is one of the 
most startling curiosities of crime that these 
seven men could enter this bank in daylight 
unperceived, overpower a family and obtain 
the keys and combination that guarded 
millions of dollars in cash, bonds, 
and securities, enter the bank and 
spend an hour or two, in plain sight from two 
streets, packing up its assets, and then leave 
it through ap exit into one of the most fre- 
quented streets of the city, and escape with 
their booty without attracting the attention 
of any one, although several patrolmen and 
citizens passed and repassed the building and 
looked in, as was their wont, to observe 
time by the clock on the larger vault which 
the thieves at that very time were wrecking. 
The circumstances of this bold robbery argue 
either an incomprehensible lack of observa- 
tion upon the part of those whose duty it is 
to have their eyes Open, or the possession 
upon the part of the thieves of invisible 
powers not hitherto known outside of the 
Arabian Nights. Hada writerof fiction in- 
vented a similar situation for his villains, the 
book-reviewers would have accused him of 
inconsistency and want of fidelity to nature. 

It adds to the despair of this situation that 
the only danger to which the thieves ex- 
posed themselves was in the commission of 
the act. When once they had escaped and 
concealed their plunder they were secure. 
The very nature of the property which they 
stole rendered them free from any liability 
of arrest. The Manhattan Savings Bank 
cannot afford to prosecute them if thereby it is 
to lose three and a half millions of dollars. It 
does not alter the situation that the bulk of 
the assets consists of bonds the thieves can- 
not negotiate. The bank needs them, and 
must have them for conversion, and private 


| depositors are in the same fix. The thieves 


were wise enough to steal sufficient to save 
themselves from the Penitentiary. They 
will be at some little trouble to answer let- 
ters from the bank and depositors, in fixing 
the details of the return of the property and 
the amount of commission they are to re- 
ceive for their willingness to return a certain 
portion of it, which is of no value to tham. 
However deplorable all this may be from the 
moral point of view, it is a case of hard 
necessity and involves the salvation of the 
bank. If there is any responsibity for 
this, it must be fastened upon the 
beneficent tendencies of modern civilization 
which have brought us to that standard of 
moral ethics where we can punish a man 
who steals a dollar out of another’s pocket 
or a loaf of bread out of a window but cannot 
punish a man whose tbeft involves millions. 
The magnitude of the crime oversweeps the 
limits of the law and successfully defies the 
processes of the courts. The mills of justice 
grind the petty rogue exceedingly fine, but 
the colossal rogue clogs the wheels with 
his huge load of plunder. It is not impos- 
sible as civilization progresses that we may 
reach that point where a person dissatisfied 
with the management of a bank may steal 
the assets and open a new bank with them 
over the way. The only condition of success 
is magnitude. If every other prospect were 
discouraging in this instance, the thieves had 
abundant hope in precedent, for in a city 
where railroads, huge properties, municipal 
revenue, and the votes of a State had been 
successfully stolen, and the Presidency of 
the country escaped only through the hag- 
gling tendencies of the principal malefactor, 
they might certainly hope to manage the 
assets of a bank. 

The success of this robbery is not very 
encouraging to bank depositors. If they 
are exposed to theft both outside and inside, 
where can they be safe? If to the danger 
of defaulting Presidents, embezzling Cash- 


lers, irregular clerks, and careless Directors, 


stealing on the inside, is to be added the 
danger that any ume in broad daylight a 
gang of thieves may walk in and help them- 
selves to the assets, what security can they 
have? Undoubtedly in the case of the Man- 
officers and employes were men of high 


| standing, in whom they had implicit confi- 
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crepit, timid old man, who had no other in- 
terest in the bank than sweeping it out, and 
upon this frail) thread hung millions of 
money. And now we are told that there are 
forty othér banks in New York in simi- 
lar circumstances! As these great crimes 
run in cycles, it is no wonder that 
depositors in New York are asking, What 
banks will go next? Whatever else they may 
do, it would seem judicious on their part to 
request the bank managers hereafter not to 
confide their treasures to the old men who 
sweep out and kindle the fires. It will be a 
relief to Chicago depositors to know that the 
bank-vault combinations are not intrusted to 
watchmen or janitors in this city.

THE DRAINAGE AMENDMENT. 

At the election next Tuesday there is an 
amendment to the Btate Constitution to be 
voted on. The present Constitution contains 
a provision intended to give to the people of 
each county in the State, where there are 
overflowed or low lands, the legal opportuni- 
ty of uniting and draining their lands. But 
the Courts have decided that the provision is 
incomplete for the purpose. The end sought 
is substantially to give to owner of low 
lands the right of way for a ditch 
or drain to the nearest natural 
outlet for the surplus water, they paying the 
cost of the work. There are no special as- 
sessments, no levying of taxes, no borrowing 
of money, and no creation of debts. It sim- 
ply gives the man, or adozen men, owning 
low lands the right of way across other lands 
to the nearest river, creek, ravine, or other 
outlet. It requires an amendment to the 
Constitution to cure an accidental or unin- 
tentional omission of some words in the Con- 
stitution. The Legislature submitted the 
amendment by an unanimous vote. There 
is practically no opposition to it anywhere in 
the State, but it is of the greatest impor- 
tance, being intended to render nearly 
2,000,000 acres of valuable land now useless 
fitfor enltivation. Every ballot not given 
for“ for the amendment will be counted as 
a vote against it, and the danger is that the 
amendment will be lost, because persons not 
understanding the matter will not vote either 
way on the question. The committees of all 
parties have issued acircular explaining the 
matter, which reads as follows: 

Cuwaeo, Oct. 25, 1878.—Zo the County Com- 
mittees respectively of the Democratic, Republican, 
and National organizations of the State of Hu- 
noise: We, the undersigned Chairmen and Secre- 
taries of the State Central Committees of said 
orgsuizations, deeming the amendment proposed 
to Sec. 31, Art. 4, of the State Constitution one of 
great importance te the material and sanitary in- 
terests of the State, have, upon mutual consulta- 
tion by said Committees, in view of the fact that 
a failure to vote upon the proposed amendment, 
by any elector who may vote at the election. 
operates as a vote against it, agreed to recommend, 
and do recommend, in order that the same may be 
fairly presented to the voters at the ensuing elec- 
tion, that there be printed on all tickets: ‘*For 
proposed amendment to Sec. 31, Art, 4, of the 
Constitution. Any voter desiring to vote against 
said amendment will have but to erase or tear off 
the same 80 to Vote. A. M. Joxxs.

SECRETARY. SHERMAN ON JUDGE BANGS. 

Secretary Suzerman has made a statement 
in regard to the extraordinary assertion of 
Judge Banos that orders had come to him 
in a sort of irregular, roundabout way ” to 
prohibit Assistant District-Attorney Txom- 
son from taking any part in the conduct of 
the investigation of the COustom-House 
building frauds before the Grand Jury. In 
an article which appeared in our issue of 
last Saturday, to which Mr. Suerman refers, 
we put it to Judge Banos bluntly, whether 
his alleged orders came from the Secretary 
or Assistant Secretary (Frenon) of the Treas- 
ury, or from Supervising-Architect HILL. 
We did not for a moment believe that the 
orders came from Mr. SHerman; but, in a 
matter of such grave importance, we deemed 
it best to accept Judge Banas’ implication as 
bearing upon the Secretary in order the 
more surely to secure his attention. Mr. 
SHERMAN now says, with some appearance 
of just indignation, that “no one connected 
with the ‘Treasury Department has had any 
authority to give any such orders, and that, 
if any subordinate has ventured to do so, he 
will be overhauled.” He further expresses 
his confidence in Mr. Taomson by showing 
that it was on his (THomson’s) report alonc 
that the Department directed proceedings to 
be taken before the Grand Jury, and declares 
that there is not a word of truth in the in- 
sinuation that the influence of the Treasury 
Department had been used to interfere with 
Mr. Tuomson’s participation in the further 
conduct of the case, In conclusion, Mr. 
SHERMAN declares that he does not believe 
that Judge Banos has received any orders 
from anybody on the subject, and certainly 
not from the Treasury Department! Here 
is a direct issue. Judge Banos says he has 
received orders in a sort of irregular, round- 
about way” to exclude Mr. Tuomson from 
the farther conduct of the case, and Mr. 
SHeRMan says he does not believe it. But he 
adds: I shall feel obliged to call the at- 
tention of the Attorney-General to the state- 
ment of Judge Banos.” Of course, Mr. 
Devens will deny that any such orders ever 
emanated from him or from anybody in his 
office. His next step will be te inquire by 
telegraph of Judge Banos: (1) Whether it is 
true that he has received orders in a sort of 
irregular, roundabout way or any other way 
to exclude Mr. Tromson from the investigation. 
(2) From whom, if received at all, did such 
orders emanate? (3) If received from some 
subordinate in the Treasury Department, or 
from the Architect's office, why were orders 
so improperly issued treated with anything 
but the contempt they deserve? There is 
but one alternative left to qudge Banas. He 
must either name the person or persons 
whenee his alleged “irregular” orders ema- 
nated, or admit that he never received any 
orders on the subject, regular or irreguler. 
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We do not charge that Judge Banas designs 
to defeat the ends of justice, but we do not 
hesitate to assert that his course in exclud- 
ly to that end. The Government of the 
United States is not being represented so 
ably as it might be, and this by the arbitrary 
interposition of Judge Banas, a sworn Gov- 
ernment officer. Mr. Tuonmsox should be re- 
instated in his proper place in the conduct 
of the investigation, and that at once. 
— — 


THE BULGABIAN. REBELLION. 
The misfortunes of the treaty of Berlin 
grow apace. Roumania, Servia, Bosnia, and 
Montenegro are all dissatisfied. Albania has 
declared herself free of Turkey. Greece is 
ready for war at the first favorable moment, 
The prospect of the reforms in Asia Minor, 
for which England engaged to defend Tur- 
key against Russian aggression, is hopeless, 
In Bosnia alone has the treaty been made 
operative, and this at the cost of a hard and 
bloody struggle, which has plunged the 
divers nationalities of Austria into bitter 
political conflict, And now comes Bulgaria 
up in arms to secure the advantages named 
for her in the San Stefano treaty, which 
were superseded by the provisions of 
the treaty of Berlin. As will be re- 
membered, the San Stefano treaty erect- 
ed Bulgaria unto an immense princi- 
pality, whose southernmost limit reached 
the Egean Sea near Salonica, leaving Turkey 
proper only the fag end of the Roumelian 
Peninsula, with its westernmost limit at 
Adrianople. This would have given Bul- 
garia an outlet to the west which she does 
not now have, and in time it would have 
given Russia the same outlet without the 
necessity of passing Constantinople. The 
treaty of Berlin, however, cut her off from 
this outlet, curtailed her magnificent propor- 
tions, and shut her out from the sea by the 
Balkans, Against this division the Bulga- 
rians are now protesting with arms 
in their hands. It is a war 
of races,—Sclaves against Turks, — 
a war of religious Christians against 
Mahometans. The rebellion gathers 
head rapidly, and it has the sympathy and 
backing of the Russian armies, who are in 
possession of the very locality of the rebell- 
ion, and whose soldiers are constantly mov- 
ing down there from the north instead of 
going home. The Turks thus far have been 
unable to put down the reliellion~but how 
long will it be before Russia will unflertake 
the administration of Bulgaria upon the plea 
that Turkey cannot restore order and good 
government, and is not introducing the re- 
forms she promised? Certainly if Austria 
could go in and occupy Bosnia and Herze- 
govina because Turkey cannot govern them, 
there is no good reason why Russia should 
not occupy Bulgaria for the same reason. The 
prospect of peace is gloomy enough, and 
the hopelessness of the situation is evidenced 
by the agitation in the Government centres 
of Europe. The treaty of Berlin is inopera- 
tive, and that England regards it as such is 
shown by the call of the London Times, 
which speaks for the Government, for a con- 
vention of the Great Powers to devise means 
for carrying out its provisions. The treaty 
has settled nothing. Confusion reigns as 
supreme as it did before the signing; and it 
will continue to reign until Turkey as an in- 
dependent Power ceases to exist. There is 
no other solution to the vexed problem of 
the Eastern question. Meanwhile where is 
BEACONSFIELD’s Peace with honor ? 


HOFFMAN’S COMMISSIONS. 

The facts in the case of Maj. Horrman’s 
course as Town Collector of West Chicago 
are few, direct, and plain. He is accused of 
having taken from the public certain moneys 
as Collector to which he was not entitled, 
and with keeping that money. The salary 
of Town Oollector was fixed by law at $1,500 
ayear. The duties of the Collector were to 
collect the State, county, town, and park 
taxes in his town. The State law allowed 
him 2 per cent on his collections, but limited 
the amount to 81, 500 for his services. Sub- 
sequently the collection of city taxes was 
made part of the duty of the Collector, and 
these city taxes were much greater in amount 
than all the other taxes combined, and 
necessitated the giving of an immense bond 
—a bond of many millions, and requiring a 
multitude of bondsmen, and responsible 
men are not very fond of going on other 
people’s bonds. Under these circumstances, 
the City Council, in February, 1876, passed, 
by an unanimous vote, an ordinance which 
provided among other things as follows: 


Section 1. That the compensation of the Col- 
lectors of the Town of Soath Chicago, North Chi- 
cago, and West Chicago, for the collection of all 
the taxes of the City of Chicago, which shall be 
collected by said Collectors, shall be as follows, 
to-wit: Tae Collector of the Town of South Chi- 
cago shall receive à commission of 2 per cent on ali 
city taxes collected by said Collector; the Col- 
lector of the Town of North Chicago shall receive a 
commission of 2 per cent on all city taxes col- 
lected by said Collector; and the Collector of the 
Town of West Chicago shall receive a commission 
of 2 per cent on all city taxes collected by said Coi- 
ector, 

Sec. 2. The compensation of the said several 
Town Collectors, so specified in the preceding sec- 
tion, ehall be all the compensation which the said 
Collectors shall be entitled to receive from the City 
of Chicago for tne collection of city taxes, and 
shali inciude all the expense of colleeting the 
game, and all the expense of the offices of the said 
Collectors. respectively, in or about the collection 
of city taxes. 


At that time Evans, Democrat, was Col- 
lector of South Chicago, and HIN, 
Democrat, of West Chicago. Each received 
from the Town Board an allowance from his 
fees for collecting the State, town, county, 
and park taxes the $1,500 compensation 
under the State law before mentioned. Each 
retained from the collections of city tax a 
sum equal to 2 per cent of the city collec- 
tions. The next year, Maj. Horrman was 
Collector of West Chicago, and retained the 
2 per cent commission on city taxes collect- 
ed, and the next year did the same. The 
net sum of commissions on city taxes after 
paying the expenses of collecting and of his 
office for the two years was about $9,300, or 
$4,650 per year, which is about one-half the 
sum alleged in the Kern organ. 

Under the State law which allowed the 
Collector 2 per cent on collections of State, 
county, town, and park taxes, the Collector 
was required to pay over to the Town Treas- 
urer all his commissions in excess of $1,500. 
Maj. Horrman, after deducting his $1,500 a 
year salary, turned over to the proper author- 
ities allof his commissions on State, town, 
county, and park taxes. This fact the Kean 
organ conceals. Out of his commissions on 
city taxes he paid all his expenses and re- 
tained the amount stated. 

In the meantime, the town authorities of

The whole sum of commissions on city 
taxes retained by him was $9,300, Out of 
this he paid about $2,500 expenses and a 
large sum for rebates, leaving him a net sum 
of commissions for the two years of perhaps 
$3,000 a year. Against this is his personal 
responsibility and a bond of millions of dol. 
lars, and his willingness to pay over the 


money when the Courts shall determine that. 


he should do so and to whom he should 
pay it. 


About the time KERN entered upon the duties 
of the Sheriffalty the County Board fixed on 
$1.75 per week as an ample compensation for 
boarding the prisoners. How did Kern manage 
to unfix this compensation! CLEARY, MULLOY, 
and FirzGBRaLD suddenly flopped over to $2.45 
per week, notwithstanding the market was fall- 
ing. Beans, molasses, sour bread, aad bad beef 
were tumbling in price; yet those loud profes- 
sional reformers saw the interests of their tax- 
paying constituents in a new light, and went on 
the record to increase the price to be paid KANN 
in proportion to the decline in the cost of jail 
victuals. The cheaper the hog, bash, and bom- 
iny became, the higber they paid fur it—qut of 
other people’s pockets. Their manly bosoms 
heaved and swelled with grateful emotions to 
Kzern,—for the divide, —with the wretches 
who eat the bash, giving them $1. worth of 
victuals per week, and banking the remaining 
$1.45 himself. If that was not the inducement 
that caused CLeary and MULLOorY to raise the 
cost from $1.75 to $2.45 per weck, the reader 
will have to think it out for himself when he 
goes to the polle and finds those two individuals 
asking to be re-elected and indorsed. 

The statute reads in regard to boarding prison- 
ers in jail: For dieting-each prisoner, compen- 
sation to cover the aetual cost. We again ask 
KerRn’s anti-Irish organ is KERN willing to obey 
this provision of the law?

THE MAYOR DIES.

CratTranooea, Tenn., Oct. 20.—Three deaths 
totlay,—Mayor Thomas J. Carlile, Edward 
Schliesonger, and a colored man. There were 
three new cases,—one white, Fred Stoermer, an 
active member of the Relict Committee. Mayor 
Carlile, a native of Philadelphia, came here in 
1864 as a Quartermaster, and had re- 
mained here ever since. He was promi- 
nently connected with the building of the 
Alabama & Great Southern Railway, was an Al- 
derman for three terms, was elected Mayora 
year ago, and would have been re-elected next 
month. He was buried this afternoun in the 
National Comvtery, a large number of citizens 
attending. 

Porter Rose, from this city, who took sick at 
Stevenson, Ala, while nursing Mail-Agent 
Welch, died here this moruing. No frost or 
freeze this morning.

VickspurG, Miss., Oct. 29.—Not a single 
death of any kind was reported at the City Sex- 
ton’s office from the city or county during the 
past twenty-four hours. The weather, bow- 
ever, is very untavorabie for the sick. It has 
been a cold, foggy, dismal day, and to-nigbdt 
threatens rain.

Mempuis, Tenn., Oct. 20.—From a vellow- 
fever standpoint there is but little to be learned 
to-day. The weather has made a mess of every- 
thing, having resolved into a rain, misty, miser- 
able, damp condition, making the streets dis- 
agreeable, especially to those of the convales- 
cent class.

THE EPIDEMIC IS PLAYED OUT. 

It leaves a mark, however, in the abundance of 
destitution, aside from the desolate hearts and 
homes, and this will be a tax upon the charities 
of this people throughout the coming winter 
and until work upon the next season’s crops is 
begun. Your correspondent to-day visited 
Gen. W. J. Smith, Vice-President and Acting 
Treasurer of the Howard Association, from 
whose books I find that the State of Illinois 
has contributea for Memphis alone $55,752.85, 
of which amount the Chicago contributions foot 
up $36,460. 05. 

PRESIDENT LANGSTAFF 
telegraphed to-aay to the Relief Committees 
throughout the country that the inland towns 
had appealed to him for $15,000 to pay off their 
indebtedness, and that the Howards wul have 
barely enough on hand to pay their own debts. 
He therefore asks those Committees having 
funds on hand collected for fever sufferers to 
forward the same to the Howards for the pur- 
pose indicated. The Hon. Casey Young was 
notified by Secretary Evarts to-day tnat $1.000 
had been forwarded to Memphis for the relief of 
the destitute.

MISCELLANEOUS. 
THE RELIEF-BOAT CHAMBERS, 

Sr. Lovurs, Oct. 29.—The national relief-boat 
Chambers arrived at quarantine this morning. 
After a brief stay there she came on to the city, 
and now lies at the levee. She has been thor- 
vughly disinfected, fumigated, and scrubbed 
from stem to stern. The officers and crew are 
all well. Lieut. Hall, commander of the boat 
since the death of Lieut. Benner, says the suf- 
fering of people in the little towns on the river 
bank, anda few miles back, is very great, and 
demands immediate attention. In some places 
he says the people are almost starving, food be- 
lug scarce, and the crops very scant there. Peo- 
ple can be easily reached pow, quarantine being 
raised. 

REILLY. 

Lieut. Hall says the ci:cumstances attending 
the death of Lieut. Benner were greatly 
exaggerated by Dr. Reilly, who, he 
states. was with the expedition ostensibly 
as a physician, representing the Chicago Relief 
Association, but in realitv as a reporter for a 
Chicago paper. He charges Reilly with send- 
ing highly sensational dispatcnes, not only 
about Benner’s sickness and death, but about 
his own very brief illness, which greatly 
alarmed bis family. Reilly left the relief boat 
at Vicksburg, and has not been seen since by 
any one connected with the expedition. 

THE RAILROADS. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 20.—The quarantine in 
Southern cities having been raised, the Louis- 
ville & Great Southern Road has commenced 
running double daily trains to Little Rock, 
Memphis, New Orleans, and all Southern 
points.

WHAT WILL HAMPTON sar? 

Spectal Jispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasnrveron, D. C., Oct 27.—Considerable in- 
terest is felt by the authorities here in the char- 
acter of the speech which Wade Hampton is to 
deliver at Beaufort on Thursday evening. When 
his Attorney-General was here last week he 
gave the authorities to understand that the 
preeept condition of affairs in South Carolina 
was largely due to the attitude of Gen. Gary, 
who bas made bimscif the champion of the 
Red Shirt and Rifle Club doctrines, as the best 
means of rendering himself popular in the 
State and securing his election to the United 
States Senate. it was further explained 
that, while Hampton had been unable 
to control this element, he had no sympathy 
with it, and it was intimated that at the next 
public opportunity he might take oceasion to 
stoutly denounce the trausactious which have 
attracted the attention of the General Govern- 
ment, and of the country at large. The mect- 
ing at Beaufort will afford bim full opportunity 
to take a position in which he shall at least ap- 
be carrying out his pledges in good 


meeting at Georgetown, 8. C., have just reached 
Washington. It seems that the Kepublicans 
had called a mass meeting at that place, and 
were quietly conducting it, and at the same time 
in another part of the town a large Vemocratic 
meeting was organized, attended by two cavalry 
compauws and one of iniautry, dressed in uni- 
form and armed wita rifles, pistols, and sabres. 
These almost immediately set themselves to 
work to break up the Republican meeting, and 
some of them went over to the stand aud made 
a demonstration against one of the speakers, 
and immediately produced general confusion, 
when the armed men made a combined attack 
upon the meeting and drove off tne Republicans, 
tore down the speakers’ stand, cut down the 
flag-staif, pulled off the National colors, tore the 
flag in pieces, and trampled it under foot.

New York, Oct. 25.—There is good reason 
why Tammany doesn’t run dny poor men for 
office. Tammany too well understands the val- 
ue of money and is too much an adept in the 
art of assessment. It costs about all it is worth 
to be a Tammany candidate, whether honor or 
mouey, or both, be considered. When a Tam- 
many nomination is tendered to a rich and pos- 
sibly respectable citizen, he immediately knows 
the real issue of the moment to lie in the ques- 
tion, Will you pay so much, ¢ash in hand, to 
the Tammany Treasurer!“ And when be, ina 
neat and carefully prepared extempore speech, 
thanks his fellow-citizens for the honor con- 
ferred upon him, he knows also that he is 
simply saying, “I will come down with the 
ensh.“ It is said. indeed, that the nominee re- 
ceives his bill of assessment together with his 
notification, and must pay before he can write 
his acceptance. 

Tammany is too shrewd, mark, to let the can- 
didate place hisown funds. He is denied the 
satisfaction of distributing his fortune in bis 
own district, aceording to his ideas,—denied even 
the knowledge that the money will be spent in 
special furtherance of his own canvass. He 
must. pay his assessment to the Tammany 
Treasurer.

‘STARVING. 


A Man iu Keokuk Vows to Stop Eating; 
and Presents a Puzzling Case.

Kzoxok, Ia, Oct. 29.—A very remarkable 
ease has just come to licht in this city. Some 
time since a German named Conrad Kapp, a car- 
penter employed in the car-shops of the Keo- 
kuk & Des Moines Railroad, became pos- 
sessed with an insane idea that he and his 
family were destined to starve to death. He 
grew despondent, and refused to eat anything 
except an apple occasionally. He finally de- 
clared that he would eat no more, and for fif- 
teen days not a morsel of food or a drop 
of water has passed his lips. He 16 
also sleepless, not having taken off his 
clothes or gone to bed for over four weeks. He 
sits in his chair night and day, and, when over- 
come from exhaustion, dozes for ten or fifteen 
minutes, but never longer. Every means has 
been used to induce bim to take nourishment 
aud medicine, but he stubbornly refuses. He has 
been constantly watched to seeif he eats any- 
thing on the siy, but it is found that he does 
not. He is very much reduced, and, although a 
large man when well, now weighs less than 100 
pounds. His flesh is dry and wrinkled, 
and his stomach shrunken so tbat 
he does not measure more than five or six inches 
through. He was in very comfortable circum- 
stances, and there was no reason to 
beleve that he would be reduced to 
want. He is apparentiy rational upon 
all subjects except that of starving, and upon 
this he is a monomaniac. His physician says 
that food would do him no good now. even 
should he decide to take it, and thinks he cannot 
live more than two or three days at the most.

A St. Louis firm sent a man to Boston to find a 
consignee for broom- corn. He was surprised to 
learn that the Capital of a State that makes broom- 
making one of its important industries contains 
only one firm dealing in this staple. Why don't 
St. Louis send her broom-corn to Chicago, which 
is now receiving the crops of Missouri, Kansas, 
Texas, and Nebraska, and handles more broom- 
corn annually than any other city in the country? 
St. Louis can quickly realize on her crop in this 
market. 

The leading produce markets were rather weak 
yesterday. Rye was stronger and oata, firm. The 
rest generally tended downward. Provisions were 
demoralized. Though they did not decline as much 
as on some previous days, the feeling was 
one of extreme depression, operators being appar- 
ently at a loss to know what will be done with the 
stocks of pork on hand, and that consideration 
dragged on lard and meats. Wheat was heavy. The 
British markets were stronger on breadstuffs, but 
the commercial gloom there seems to be deepening 
so fast that few here feel able to gues. at the out- 
come. There is a widespread fear that 
the ability of the people of Great Britain 
to buy our grain and meats will be se- 
riously impaired. Hence prices tended downward, 
especially as receipts of wheat are on the 
increase, and that grain is now moving more freely 
in the country. The report that consoles and se 
curities offered on the French Bourse were alike 
declining tended to lower prices here, contrary to 
the rule that prevailedafew monthsago. The 
reason is that people here do not now regard such 
news as a gauge of war probability so much as of 
depression in trade, and fears for the stability of 
commercial institutions on the other side of the 
Atlantic. 

Domestic and foreign dry goods met witb only a 
moderate demand and were without change in 
values. Woolens, flannels, and goods especially 
adapted to winter wear alone displayed any activ 
ity. Groceries continue in good general request 
and rule steady and firm. Coffees, sirupse, molas- 
ses. and spices were relatively the most active. 
The only change in prices was a reduction to 6c in 
the Peach Blossom ” brand of soap. There was 
nothing especially new to be noted in connection 
with the butter and.cheese markets. Bothof these 
staples are in pretty full supply, and in the 
absence of mach Eastern or export demand busi- 
ness is restricted. and prices remain weak and an- 
settled. Dried fruits were m fair request, and 
were fairly steady. Prices were Me higher. Fish 
were in good demand and were steady as previous- 
ly quoted. No changes were developed in the 
bagging, leather, tobacco, coal, and wood mar- 
kets, Oils were generally steady, under a fair de- 
mand. Paints remain inactive. 

The lumber market was moderately active yes- 
terday. The shipments from the yards were fair. 
and the usual quota of orders came from the 
West. The cergo supply was large and the mar- 
ket moderately active and easy. Wool was un- 
changed. Seeds were quiet and steady, except 
clover, which continues weak. Flax seed was 
in rather better request. a nd timothy very scarce. 
The demand for broom-corn continues good, 
but no improvement in prices is noted, the big re- 
ceipts helping to keep them at their present level. 
The hay market was quiet and steady. Hides 
were unchanged. Poultry was dull and easy, 
and game steady. Potatoes declined in conse- 
quence of heavy receipts. 

Lake freighte were in fair demand, and firm at 
the recent advance, 3c being the ruling figure on 
corn by rail to Buffalo, with some talk of canceling 
insurance on vessels for November unless there be 
a speedy improvement.

AN INSANE ASYLUM. 


Statistics Showing that, if It Become a Lit- 
tle More Successful and Self-Sustaining, 
It Will Break the State of Wisconsin---A 
Generally Satisfactory Report. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Mapi1son, Wis., Oct. 29.—The Northern Hos- 
pital for the lusane, at Oshkosh, has been first 
among the institutions of the State to file its 
annual report with the Governor for the fiscal 
year ending Sept. 30: The report of the Trus- 
tees states that, during the year just ended, 
there has been no change in the resident officers 
of the hospital. The number of patients under 
treatment Sept. 30, 1877, was 537; admitted 

during the year, 190; making a total of 727. 

There have been discharged recovered, 55: im- 

provod, 38; unimproved, 87; not insane, 1; 

died, 37; in all, 168, making the 

number under treatment Sept. 30, 1878. 

550. The Trustees state that the care of the 

buiiding has been first-class, and the treatment 

of patients the very best. They report a ne- 
cessity for more room in the shape of four addi- 
tional wings, to meet the constant pressure for 
admission of patients, and state that the large 
number of patients discharged as cured, the 
small number of deaths, and freedom from 
epidemic or accident during the year, afford evi- 
dence of a well-constructed hospital under wise 
and careful management. The appropriation 
for subsistence and improvement this year has 
been found by the Trustees to am- 
ple. There will be no deficiency on 

the Ist of March, 1879. On the contrary, 
there will be surplus of $297 on that date. 
The improvements for which appropriations were 
made are nearly completed. The products of 
the farm have been good, and barnes and cellars 
are so full that au appropriation will be asked 
for to increase their capacity. The farm is be- 
coming an important factor in furnishing sup- 
plies for the institution, and au appropriation 
for the purchase of more pasturage-land is 
asked for. The Trustees ask for an appropria- 
tion of $85,000 for the year commencing March 

1, 1879. This includes the special appropria- 

tions, and estimates the support of 550 patients 

at $425a week. The report speaks in the hich- 
est terms of Superintendent Kempster. 

Dr. Kempster’s report is an able and 

exhaustive scientific treatise, and includes 

an elaborate essay on the cause of insanity. 

The usual statistical tables accompany the doc- 

ument. In the table of occupation it is found, 

as usual, that farmers and farmers’ wives are in 
the majority, while laborers and farm hands 
closely foliow. The natives of Germany greatly 
predommate, but a large percentage are vatives 
of Wisconsin. By far the greater number have 
received a common-sechool education, while but 
two cases in the past vear are collegtates. Near- 
ly one-half of those admitted duriug the past 
year were married, the rest being single. 
widowed, or divorced. Very few of the new 
cases treated were hereditary. One-third of the 
number have attempted a suicide, and one- 
seventh homicide. Of the 190 admitted during 
the past year ninety-six were males and ninety-

Health Commissioner De Wolf says that 
the city is in a very favorable condition for enter- 
ing upon the winter. There are no epidemic dis- 
eases prevalent. There is no -pox and much 
less scarlet fever than is usual during the fall and 
winter. theria u the only disease that is 
more frequent than usual, but this is not consider- 
ed alarming. The streets and sewers are aleo in 
pretty g condition, as they ought to be in view 
of the prospect of along, cold winter. There is 
ohe improvement relative to sewers that the 
Health Commissioner bas often asked to have 
made, but the Council or the Superintendent of 
Sewers has never heeded the arguments made for 
it. This w the placing of ventilating holes 
in the sewers. It often happens in this 
city, when there happens to be high water 
in the river that ice is formed above 
the mouths of the sewers so that the foul air can- 
not escape. The sewers then remain filled with 
poisonous sir until the pressure becomes so great 
that it is forced through the traps in the drains and 
forced into private houses all over the city, breed- 
ing disease wherever it escapes. Any system of 
sewerage is defective which fails to give prover 
ventilation to the street sewers. The Health Com- 
missioner bas shown to the Council that the best 
method of ventilation is by means of the man- 
holes in the middle of the streets. Paris, London, 
Boston. Brooklyn. and Providence ventilate by 
gratings opening direct. into the street. Liver- 
pool has undertaken to effect the same re- 
sults by connecting the ‘sewers by 
shafts with the ‘chimneys of large man- 
ufactories, but this has proved a fal- 
ure. The openingsin the catch-basins at street, 
corners are not sufficient, these are con- 
nected by means of traps with the sewers, and the 
gas never escapes through them except when there 
18 a great pressure in the sewers—so strong that it 
would also force the trapsin private dwellinge. 
Ata very small the sewer engineer could 
make holes in the covers of the sewers and effect 
this much-needed sanitary regulation. It has been 
practically demonstrated again and again that there 
is no hygienic objection to the passing of gas from 
sewers into the atmosphere at eo low a level as the 
street surface. The gases are so diluted as to be 
perfectly innocuous. The experience of London, 
which bas the lowest death rate of any city in the 
world of 500, 000 inhabitants or over, demonstrates 
this fact.

Catcaco, Oct. 29.—A recent suggestion by a 
correspondent in year paper to have rubber ropes 
and padded tops to passenger elevators only sug- 
gests to me the fact that common freight elevators, 
without any top at all. are safer than the most 
gorgeous affiirs found in the hotel and merchan- 
dise palaces of this country, for the reason 
that a simple knotted rope extendiug at the side 
(or several on each side) from top to bottom of the 
elevator *‘ weli-hole"’ can always be within reach 
of persons going up or down, and. if there is no 
top or roof to the car. the ropes will afford a per- 
fect protection in case the car falls. It would be 
the fault of the passengers themselves if these 
ropes were not in their hands all the time. For 
common use knotted ropes would be sufficient (for 
men), but for ladies, abolish tops and seats, and 
let some one invent a self-acting brake, easily 
held, and to slide up and down the safety-cords. 
These need not interfere with making the side 
walls as usual and as elegant; but no tops for me.
